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SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


STATE OF KANSAS, OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Topeka, January 1st, 1862, 


To His Excellency, Charles Robinson, Governor of the State of 
Kansas: 


Sir :—In accordance with the provisions of Section 12, Chapter” 
187, of the Compiled Laws of Kansas, the Secretary of Stat» has 
the honor to herewith present the Second Annual Report from hig“ 
Office, for the year, 1862.. 


‘In the work of compiling facts and information, in themselves 
calculated to call the ‘attention of the: Executive ana Legislative 
powers to-subjects of necessary legislation or matters of needed 
action and reform, I am necessarily confined to-the limited ob- 
servation of but four months official duty in this department, having 
been unable to obtain or find any memoranda derived from previous 
experience and a more extended acquaintance with the existing or- 
der of things. Adding to this the peculiar character of the duties 

‘devolving upon the Secretary of State, and the manifest dearth 
of material with whieh to frame a Report will redily be seen. 
Many matters of probable interest, however, might be embraced in 
a Report from this Office. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


Of the general election held in the State Nov. 4th, 1862, returns 
uniformly and correctly made out and certified to by the proper 
officers, from 30 Counties and informal returns from three Counties 
reached this Office within the time prescribed by law. Returns 

. from two Counties were rendered informal, apparently, through in. 
advertance on the part of the County Clerks making out the same 
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while the returns from the third, Butler, were made out and certi: 
fied to by the County Officers of Lyon County. These returns were 
laid before the Board of State Canvassers, at their meeting in De- 
cember. . The Board believing the informality of such a character 
as to render the returns invalid, I at once dispatched a messenger 
to those Counties in order that their people might not be wholly 
dibfranchised through a mere irregularity in making the returns. 
The messenger brought correct and legal returns from the two 
Counties, but none from Butler, alleging that no organization exis- 
ted in that County, and that he was informed by some of its citizens 
that the organization was permitted to go down by the people in or- 
der to evade the payment of both State and County Taxes. No 
canvass, in consequence, was made of the election in that County, 
by the State Canvassers, and no certificate issued to their Represen- 


tative elect. : 


THE CANVASS. 


The Board of State Canvassers assembled at this office at the. 
proper time, and proceeded to canvass and determine the result of 
the General Election for State Executive, Legislative, and Judicial 
‘Officers and Member of Congress. Qwing to the delay occasioned 
by the sending for election returns and also the unavoidable absence 
of a quorum for a time, the announcement was not published until 
the 10th day of January. An: official summary of the result may be 
found attached hereto marked “ B." 


A canvass was had of the returns of an election held for Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Bench, but a majority of the Board feeling 
unauthorized to take further cognizance of the vote, no determina- 
tion of election was made. 


EQUALIZATION.. 


Agréeable to law the State Board of Equalization met at the office. 
‘of the Secretary of State, and proceeded,upon the abstracts return. 
ed from the County Clerks, to equalize the appraised value of land 
per acre, and upon a uniform and just basis appo! tion to tlie several 
Counties their respective quotas of the. State general and School 
Tax. The Secretary of State promptly forwarded certificates of 
apportionment to the County Clerks, as provided by law. A misin.' 


terpretation of the law on the part of several of the County Officers 
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gave rise to some correspondence between them “and this depart- 
ment. Some portions of the Tax Law, it seems, are not so minute 
and explicit as would be.advisable in a law working such radical 
changes from the usuages of a previous law it‘was designed to sup- 
plant and repeal. The duties and prerogatives of the County Clerk 
and County Board of Commissioners, touching the matter of State 
taxes, are ascertained more by implication of law than otherwise. 


COMPILED LAWS. . 

, Shortly after I entered upon the duties of this office I received 
the volumes of Compiled Laws ordered to be printed by the Leg- 
islature of last winter, and immediately thereafter caused the same 
to be distributed throughout the State, to the officers entitled to re- 
ceive them, and to the Governors of the States and Territories as 
directed by law. The date of their reception at, and distribution 
from, this office is October 16, 1862 The delay in the publication 
of these Laws was occasioned I believe, by cireumstancesover which 
the publisher had no eontrol. Much time elapsed, he alleges, be- 
fore the eopy was furnished to him by the Transeribing Clerk, great 
inconveniente was experienced in forwarding and receiving the 
proof-sheets from the Secretary of State at Topeka, the entire sus- 
pension of business, by the military, for several weeks, in Cincin- 
nati, where the work was being done, and the failure of the Rail- 
road Companies to receive and forward the books when finished, for 
another period of several weeks, all eombined to hinder the work 
and delay the delivery of the books at this office. The appropria- 
tion designed to cover this expense fell short some $5,000, and this 
again embarrassed the contractor. His account, however, was made 
out, approved by the Secretary of State, and endorsed with a state- 
mentfrom the Auditor. A further appropriation to cancel this in- 
-debtedness will be necessary.

"The delay in the publication of the Laws necessarily embarrassed 
the civil machinery of the State, and I think some step to prevent 
A similar occurrence in future would be both timely and judicious. 
Without an entire remodeling of the Constitution and existing law 
in regard to printing, this can only be done by defining “ respon- 
‘sible bidders" to be those having all necessary facilities for the per- 
‘formance of the work bid upon immediately and actually under their 
«control, and second providing that the work shall bedone within the 
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limits of the State or at the Capital as in other States. I appre- 
hend that while under the law any person can become a contractor 
for State Printing, and is left free to perform the work in distant 
cities, plausible and apparently valid excuses for delay would 
scarcely ever be wanting, considering the fluctuations and disappoint-. 
ments incident to business projects in general and particularly of this 
kind where frequent communication with the Capital is necessary. 


THE JOURNALS. 


The Journals of the last Legislative Session are now in press and 


- will be ready for distribution in a few days. One of my first official 


acts was to communicate with the publisher at Cincinnati, in regard 
to the progress of the work, and upon learning that nothing had 
been done toward printing them, with little prospect of immediate 
action, caused the copy to be returned to this State and after some 
delay placed in the hands of an expeditious printer. An appropria- 
tion to cover the printing of the Journals will hkewise be neces- 
sary. - . 


PUBLIC PRINTING. 


Jn conformance with law the Printing Board advertised for pro- 
posals for the execution of the several branches of State Printing 
for the fiscal year 1863, and at the proper time met at this office to 
receive and open the bids and award the contracts to the lowest 
responsible bidders “according to law. Anabstract of the bids, show- 
ing the awards made, is appended hereto, marked * C." ` The prin- 
ting is let at figures ranging about 75 per cent. lower than the let- 
tings of last year. The subsequent rise in the price of printing 
materials will seriously embarrass the contractors in the execution of 
the work. - 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. - 


Frequent application has been made to this office by societies, 
authors, publishers, &c., and by the Agricultural Bureau at Wash- 
ington, for statistics and facts with respect to agriculture, mechan- 
ism, mineralogy, &c., Ee, in our State, and no means existing where- 
by such information could be gathered, of course the Secretary has 
invariably been unable to comply. That our State may keep step 
with the spirit of the age and that she may, so far as able, patronize 
and give such stimulus and encouragement to agriculture, manufac- 
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tures, mechanie arts, &c., as will contribute to the furtherence and 
‘elevation of industrial pursuits generally within her limits, I 
would respectfully recommend that some action be taken by the 
Legislature to secure the yearly collection of statistics bearing upon 
the character and develópment of the internal resources of our State. 
Alan census statistics, showing the moral and intellectual status of 
our people, including the number and other facts respecting such 
persons as have been wounded and disabled in the service of their 
country, the deaf, dumb, blind, insane, and idiotic!personsin the State, 
together with the number and condition of our colored inhabitants. 
A yearly compilation of such statistics would not only be of great 
interest and immediate benefit to our people, but become valuable 
for reference in future, giving health and systematic action to our 
united efforts to build up the institutions and advance the prosperity * 
of our State, and preparing the way for steps of extended influence 
for good. The County Assessor can perform this work in his yearly 
rounds at a trifling expense in addition to what he would otherwise 
receive for his services, and the. County Clerk can forward the re- 
sult to the Secretary of State, who with his present duties has ample 
time for the compilation of the same. 


I have frequently noticed the inconvenience resulting from the ` 
want of an index, general and by names of members, to the volume 
of proceedings of the respective houses of the Legislature, and would 
suggest the Clerk preparing the proceedings for the printer be in- 
structed to have the same properly indexed. 


In the discharge of my duty in distributing Laws to various por- 
tions of the State, I have remarked a general desire on the part of 
the people to have all general laws, immediately after their enact- 
ment and approval, published in each County in the State where a 
newspaper is printed. Proprietors of papers, I think, would gladly 
place these laws in their news columns, and receive, in payment, the 
cost of composition or thereabouts. The expense would be trifling. 
If meeting your approval I would recommend that the laws be so 
published. `
